R itO S T of us are v e r y poor and careless listeners. Recently a very great 
Iv * 
w riter has come to the notice of the world in Thom as Wolfe, 
To 
lead his stories and books is to be stopped in one’s tracks, as the saying 
goes. 
Mr. Wolfe calls his readers’ attention to the fact th at few of us 
really hear half the sounds th a t go on about us. He fascinates his read­ 
ers by merely depicting w hat sounds occur a t night—and in the com­ 
monest of places. 
Many of the sounds th a t float upon the air are disturbing, but behind 
most cf them is an absorbing meaning. The sound of the steamboat, the 
auto horn, the policeman's whistle, the orchestra leader’s tap with his 
baton, the first strains from th a t finely organized orchestra, the echo of 
footsteps, the music of the wind, and the patter of the rain upon the roof 
or window-pane. How full each is with meaning! 
The other morning I bounced from my bcd. hardly before daybreak, 
to get to an open window th a t I m ight discover the beautiful notes of a 
bird, whose strange, pathetic calls rent the early air with exquisite beauty. 
There are plenty of us who are all too prone to listen and comment 
upon discordant sounds, but how few of us listen for the sounds th a t 
soothe and inspire? 
I have sat for hours upon the edge of a rocky shore, and upon the 
sand beside the sea. and listened to the roll and roar and gentle tip-tap 
of the waves. Tho sound of the printing press is music to my ears! 
Complete silence could be borne by none of us. The average person 
places no value to Hie sounds th a t he hears, yet he is influenced by them 
-—strangely so, at times. 
Each musical instrum ent has a sound all its own—a music-language 
th a t each of us interprets to our own gain and pleasure. And so it is with 
the hum an voice. C haracter puts beauty and power into the hum an voice. 
How moving is the voice of the orator—who has character! 
Sounds help to educate the heart. 
I am sure th a t they stim ulate 
and inspire the soul!
